New strike could cause ~ 
complete El Al closure

TEL AVIV. — More than 1,000 
passengers were stranded 
yesterday as El ΑἹ cancelled all 
flights minutes after its 
employees called a work stop- 
page to protest the 
management's handling of 
negotiations on the new labour 
contract. 

Managing director Mordechai Hod 
said that it had been decided to sus- 
pend flights ὑπ] a way could be 
found te operate the company 
without disruptions by staff. This 
may entail the total closure of the 
company, or at least sizeable layoffs. 

An emergency meeting of El Al's 
eight works committee and 
Histadrut officials in Tel Aviv yester- 
day decided yesterday that all El Al 
workers would report to work this 
morning, despite the management's 
action. They seid that both the 
Histadrut and workers would resist 
the closing of the airline “with all the 
organizational methods" possible. 

Both Finance Minister Simcha 
Ehriich and Transport Minister Meir 
Amit said yesterday that they believ- 
ed the time had come to close the air- 
line, which has been plagued by

Ben-Elissar sees 
hope for current 
peace talks

There are prospects for progress 
in the current peace efforts, despite 
the apparent present deadlock, ac- 
cording to EHahu Ben-Elissar, 
Director-General of the Prime 
Minister's Office who headed the 
Israel delegation to the Cairo peace 
conference last December. 

Speaking to students of the 
Hadassah-Hebrew University 
Medical Schoo! in Jerusalem yester- | 
day, Ben-Elissar safd that new 
diplomatic are often born 
in situations of deadlock on all sides. 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman's 
continuing visits to Cairo were proof 
that the peace initiative was being 
continued in the face of difficulties 
which were to be expected, he said. 

Ben-Blissar was convinced that 
the: desire’ for. peace both in Icrae! 
and Egypt would prevail. But, he 
stressed, with all our desire for 
peace we cannot endanger our 
security or mortgage our future.” 


Egypt's semi-official “Al- 
Abaram" this week published what 
they described as an Israeli draft of 
a declaration of principles for a 
peace settlement. Defente Minister 
Ezer Weizman was said to have 
presented the declaration to Presti- 
dent Anwar Sadat during his visit 
last week to Cairo. The Israeli ver- 
sion of the declaration appeared in 
The Jerusalem Post on March 28. 

According to “‘Al-Aharam,” the 
following are the two main points of 
the Israeli draft: 


« The governments of Israel and 
Egypt express their deep desire for a 
peace agreement based on UN 
Security Counci} Resolution 242. This 
resolution is seen by both parties as 
the basis for negotiations between 
Israel and its neighbours. In the 
spirit of this declaration Israel will 
withdraw from territories conquered 
in the Six-Day War and new 
recognized borders will be deter- 
mined. 


e There must be a just and decent 
solution to the problem of residents 
of Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
Strip through negotiations between 
Israel, Egypt and Jordan — 
negotiations in which represen- 
tatives of the residents of these areas 
will take part. 


Austria to buy 

Swedish Viggen 

VIENNA (UPI). — Austria has 
decided to purchase 16 Viggen jets 
from Sweden aa air superiority 
fighters, political officials said 
yesterday. 

Spokesmen of the People’s Party 
and Freedom Party said they have 
learned that Defence Minister Otto 
Roesch has decided to buy Swedish 
planes rather than similar jet 
fighters from Israel, France and the 
U.S. 

Roesch declined to comment on 
the report beyond stating that the en- 
tire project is still confidential. 

Austria has been looking for jet 
fighters to control its air space for 
the past two years. Austrian military 
experts had recommended four 
different planes — the Swedish 
Viggen, the Israeli Kfir, the U.S. 
Northrop F-6 and the French Mirage 
¥F-1.

When the staff began holding 
meetings to discuss the contracts, 
the management immediately an- 
nounced suspension of the flight 
schedules. Hod said that flights 
would not be resumed until con- 
ditions are created which permit the 
orderly operation of the fitght 
schedules, 


The Histadrut Trade Union 
Department in a statement issued 
yesterday morning said that ἘΠ Al 
has no right to punish all its 
employees because a small group 
“took the jaw into their own hands.” 
Rehavia Ofek, deputy director of the 
Trade Union Department, said the 
old work contract remains in force 
until a new one is signed, and El Al 
management cannot unilaterally res- 
cind it. 

Ofek refused to comment on the 
threats to close down ἘΠ Al until its 
labour troubles are solved. The 
Histadrut will comment if and when 
it actually happens, he said. 

The ἘΠ Al board of directora met at 
the finance Ministry in Jerusalem 
last night and reaffirmed support for 
the management's position. 

Later last night, the management 
met to decide on the next steps in the 
dispute. 


Israel's farmers are expected to 
suffer severe financial losses 
because of the ἘΠ Al shutdown, the 
Agrexco company said yesterday. 
The agriculture produce export firm 
told The Jerusalem Post that each 
jumbo 747 that did not take off on 
time caused a loss of $300,000. 

An Agrexco spokesman said that if 
ἃ solution is not found in a day or two, 
the company will have to tell the

Local ‘call 90 ag. from May 1

Telephone and telex charges will 
go up by 27 per cent from May 1. This 
was decided at yesterday's session 
of the Knesset Finance committee. 
Postal] rates will also go up, by 40 per 
cent, but the date of this increase has 
not yet been set. A local telephone 
call will cost 90 agorot without VAT 
under the new scale of charges, and 
the telephone rental in Jerusalem, 
Tel Aviv and Haifa goes up to IL7T 
per month. In smaller centres it will 
be TL50. 

‘The installation charge for a new 
line goes up to IL3,000 from IL1,750, 
though the deposit that was payable 
on acquiring a telephone — 111,920 
— is abolished. (The Treasury had 
asked the committee for an.installa- 
tion fee of 113,500). 

The new postal rates, when they 


come into effect, will mean that 2, 
regular letter sent to an address in 
Israel will cost 11.10. A postcard 
will cost 90 agorot and an overseas 
air letter IL6.40. 

MK Avraham Melamed (NRP) 
was critical of the proposed in- 
creases, and said during the meeting 
that the higher charges meant that 
the Treasury was causing inflation 
at the same time as it was conduc- 
ting wage negotiations with the pur- 
pose of keeping inflation down. The 

Alignment’s Yehoshua Rabinowitz, 
former minister of finance, saw the 
increase as further evidence of the 
government's favouring wealthier 
groups, who had benefited from the 
cancellation of travel tax, of part of 
the employers’ tax and tax benefits 
for goods in stock, Meanwhile the 
less wealthy would be hardest hit by 
increases such as these.

It in- 
stitutionalizes the gap between the 
haves and the have-nots in Israeli 
society, since it is common practice 
for middle-class women to have 
private abortions, she said. If the 
Knesset makes this recommenda- 
tion law, she added “‘it's the poor 
who will be punished."

Tamir promises to help fight 
land-grabbers in Tel Aviv -

TEL AVIV. — Minister of Justice 
Shmuel Tamir yesterday linked con- 
tempt for the law and the recent 
spate of labour disputes as “heing 
different manifestations of the same 
social malaise.”

But the i and officers alike 
are upset by the cowardly image the 
Swedish press has given them. The 

"soldiers seid that they were doing 
their best. considering that they 
were armed only with rifles and a 
few machineguns. 

“Every Swedish soldier can de- 
fend himself," a private said, in 
answer to a question whether they 
could carry out General Erskine's 
defend-yourself order. But he con- 
ceded, that after 171 years of peace, 
Swedes have not had much practice. 

The men rejected the cowardice 
allegations, noting that their com- 
mander Colonel Jonas Lundgren had 
walked straight into terrorist fire at 
Khardala bridge, waving only his 


blue UN beret in protection. An of- 
ficer confirmed Swedish press 
reports that following the death and 
injury of two of the men by a mine 
Jast week, six others had asked to be 
transterred back to Sinai. "But sure- 
ly that's only @ natural reaction to be 
expected in any army." he said. 
Furthermore, he stressed, the bat- 
tallon had had many more 
volunteera from men in Sinai for ser- 
vice in Lebanon than they could han- 
de. 

The soldiers urged more young 
Swedes to volunteer for UNIFIL. 
“We believe we're doing an impor- 
tant job as well as we can, trying to 
keep the peace. We believe that by 
just being here we are doing it,” they 
said.

NO CANDIDATES FOR 
BEERSHEBA MAYOR

BEERSHEBA, — Finding a suitable 
-candidate for mayor of the Negev 
capital is proving to be a very dif- 
ficult task. Ever since Eliahu Nawi 
said last autumn that he would not 
run for office again, one potential 
candidate after another has been 
suggested for the two major parties’ 
nominations, with none of them ΒῸ 
far succeeding in establishing 

himself aa his party's choice. 

About a month and a half ago, 
Yisrael Ben-Amitai, director- 
general of Ben-Gurion University of 
the Negev, was chosen by Herut as 
their candidate. This was hailed in 
many circles because of the ad- 
ministrative qualities he had dis- 
played in his work at the university, 

But recently Ben-Amitai has 
become involved in a dispute with 
his party. He wants to choose the en- 
tire Herut slate for the municipal 
elections. Ben-Amitai was so dis- 
satisfied with the party's insistence 
on participating in the selection of 
candidates that he has decided to 
withdraw his name from the nomina- 
tion for mayor. 

Ben-Amitai's major rival for the 
Herut candidacy is Negev regional 
Planner Meir Batz, who last year 


switched from Labour after many 
years 85 an active member. Batz 
withdrew his name from competition 
in a disagreement over voting 
procedures, after having tied with 
Ben-Amitai in the first round of the 
party vote for the nomination. 

Batz's supporters have been ask- 
ing him recently to reconsider his 
decision, in the light of Ben-Amitai's 
move, But he has so far made no 
fine! decision. 

Deputy mayor Beng Carmei, 
known here for his well-publicized 
disputes with Mayor Nawi, is the 
only declared candidate for the 
Labour party nomination, But many 
party sources, especially those back- 
ed by Labour headquarters in Tel 
Aviv, oppose his candidacy, and 
serious efforts have been made to 
convince a Labour party 
heavyweight or public figure to run 
for mayor of Beersheba. 

Most prominent on the list of those 
approached are farmer Agriculture 
minister Aharon Uzan, who lives at 
Moshav Gilat near here, Police 
inspector-general Haim Tavori, and 
Ben-Gurion university president 
Yosef Tekoah. None of them has so 
far agreed to accept the nomination. 
Tt now looks as if Carmel] will win it 
for lack of opposition.

ANKARA. — Turkey is ready to 
review “within reagonable limits” 
the dividing line between the Turkish 
and Greek communities in par- 
tittoned Cyprus, Premier Bulent 
Ecevit said yesterday.

Astronomers have found 
supertight motions to have two main 
eharacicristies: namely that a con- 
traction between the two radio com- 
ponents concerned has never been 
observed, and the speed at which 
they are sepzrating remains cons- 
tant. 

The best explanation of what is 
hepyening so far is that a shock 
wave from a quasar travels into

Less conventional explanations 
alisc come τὸ mind, especially as 
quasars, first discovered in 1963, 
themselves defy explanation.

Torrijos won the referendum on 
the Canal treaties last October by a 
2-to-1 majority. The entire country 
remains aimost totally dependent on 
the Canal, and the national currency 
is a thinly disguised U.S. dollar. ff it 
wasn't for the Canal, there would be 
no reason to Hive there, and the wiser 
Panamanians suspect the nasty 
truth: the Canal ien't all that Lmpor- 
tant any more, 

It ig a convenience for world ship- 
ping, and the U.S. Navy in par- 
ticular, but by no means indispen- 
sable. If it were closed, by earth- 
quake or by guerrillas, the world 
would ad just to its loss far more easi- 
ly than to the closure of the Suez 
Canal in 1967-75. 

There are limits to how hard 
Panamanians can push. They may 
not like the new deal very much, but 
it’s better than the old one, and they 
will probably learn to live with it.

most modern devices." 


Does the Yeti really exist? 
Believers reinforee their arguments 
with the recent reports of a similar 
ereature in the Yerkhovansk region 
of Siberia. And, they note, there have 
been reports of Yeti-like creatures in 
North America.

According to Dr. Elihu Ὁ, Richter, . 


an epidemiologist in the Department 
of Medical Ecology of the Hebrew 
. University:Hadassah Medical 
School, Israel’s accident record, in 
terms of persons killed per million 
- Kilometres of vehicle travel, is worse 
then that of virtually every Western 
country. It Is twice as bad as the U.S. 
rate, and 1% times higher than that 
of the hardeat hit U.3. state. This is 
in spite of the apparent absence here 
-of drunken driving, which causes 
some 40 per cent of crashes 
elsewhere. 
“While engineering solutions are 
theoretically ideal, we cannot afford 
_ the human cost of waiting for the era 
“of inflatable balloon restraints, 
highway crash pads, and billion. 
dollar super-highways,"’ Dr. Richter 
said in a recent interview. ‘We must 
try out approaches which offer hope 
of more immediate results. 
“Statistics indicate that most 
erashes and driver-pedestrian 
collisions involve young, healthy 
male motorists driving good cars on 
good roads in daytime, in clear 
weather," Dr. Richter said.

After years of complaining about 
the government, the country‘s travel 
agents will have nothing to say at 
‘their annual meeting taday. 

Yosef Weiss, chairman of the 
Israel Travel and Tour Association 
‘which is holding its annual conven- 
tion today In Jerusalem, told The 
Post that the group has nothing but 
praise for the abolition of travel tax 
and the effective increase to $3,000 of 
the amount an Israeli can take out of 
the country. For the first tlme, he 
sald, people can travel without 
breaking the law in the process. 

Weiss pointed out that the new 
regulations, combined with some 
changes in the world economy, have 
forced the travel egents to refocus 
all their efforts. It still costs Israelis 
ἃ lot to go abroad, due to the 
devaluation of the pound. This is 
compounded by a corresponding 
drop in the value of the dollar. 

On the other hand, it has become 
far more worthwhile to take a short 
trip to a nearby country. Earlier in 
the year, Welss said, the agents 
thought that Cyprus would be pop- 
ular, but the prevalence of Arab 
terrorists in the island republic have 
scotched those ideas. a 

The new destinations are Rhodes 
and Greece proper, with such coun- 
tries as Italy, Switzerland and Por- 
tugal coming close behind. The 
traditional traffic to Rumania will 
continue, he said, and there will still 
be heavy traffic to the U.S.

Voice of moderation 


THE “PEACE NOW” demonstration held in Tel Aviv Saturday 
night waa an impressive example of the effective use of citizens’ 
democratic right to express their opinions, especially when 
these diverge from those of the government in power. 

The youthful organizers of the demonstration merit admira- 
tion for the restrained and good-natured manner in which it was 
conducted. It should he noted, however, before rushing to un- 
warranted conclusions, that the number of participants and 
onicokers — estimated at most at about 30,000 — was about 
equal to the number brought out in the heyday of the right wing 
Gush Xmumim demonstrations in opposition to the previous 
Labour government. 

The point to be made to interested foreign observers is that ἃ 
counter-demonstretion in support of Mr. Begin's policies could 
be organized with the greatest of ease, and that such ἃ 
demonstration would be as sincere in the feelings it would ar- 
ticulate an was the ‘Peace Now’ rally. 

Citizens have a right and a duty to express their opinions. 
Poiicy, in a democratic system, however, cannot be made in 
public squares; it is a function of government subject to 
parliamentary support. 

There is thus room to caution the “Peace Now” organizers not 
to get carried away with themselves in continuing their 
legitimate attempt to bring about changes in government 
policy. Not being carried away means expressing their opinion 
while constantly keeping a wary eye on the effect of such 
demonstrations on Israel's real enemies and on her tactical op- 
ponerts among her true or assumed friends abroad. 

The demonstration will have no effect on Mr. Begin and his 
Eerut party. It does, however, constitute a warning to the centre 
parties — the Liberals in the Likud, the DMC and part of the 
NRP — who theoretically were supposed to fulfil the function of 
moderating the policy of Premier Begin’s government. The 
message is clear: the natural constituencies of the centre par- 
ties are deeply disappointed at their failure to fulfil this 
moderating function adequately.

l-conceived bills 


THE FIRST reading of one of the most shameful bills to emerge 
from last year's coalition agreement between the Likud and 
Agudat Yisrael — sanctioning lying by girls seeking to evade 
conscription to military service on the pretext of their religious 
upbringing — passed the Knesset on Monday by a majority of 
four votes. 

Hitherto, girls seeking such exemptions ran the risk of oc- 
casionaliy having to prove to the draft board that they indeed 
came rom ar observant family background. Under the new bill 
they will be exempt from this requirement. 

It is no gecret that in the past many non-religious girls took the 
risk of lying to their draft boards. This risk has now been 
eliminated and the bill will, in all certainty, lead to an increase 
in the number of girls not doing army service — a number 
already estimated at around 60 per cent of each age group. 

The reagon this has been condoned is that Defence Ministers 
— Measrs. Dayan and Peres under Labewr =1d Mr. Weizman in 
today's Likud government — were persuaded that the army 
does net really need all the girls, although it could not operate 
without a significant proportion of the best educated among 
them. : 

Ministers of Defence are not in the habit of getting overly ex- 
ercised over such fine points as the equal sharing of the defence 
burden — witness their condoning of similar exemptions 
granted to tens of thousands of male yeshiva students at a time 
of ἃ shortage of manpower in the regular army and in the 
reserves. This is especially true when fighting for these matters 
of principle would mean inviting political trouble from religious 
party coalition partners. 

It should also be noted for the record that the “super- 
patriotic’’ Likud government is continuing the same flouting of 
the law evinced by Labour governments since the 1950's in con- 
sciously refraining from drafting and implementing the 
regulations for alternative national service for army-exempt

Evidence of the deep conflict of values surrounding the bill 
and the sense of shame entailed in its passage was given by the 
demonstrative absence of no less than 13 Likud MK’s from Mon- 
day's debate and vote. 

Responsibility for the passage of the first reading, however, 
Hes directly with the Labour faction, eight of whose members 
were ebsent while the bill passed by a four vote majority. The 
Democratic Movement for Change was solid in its opposition. 

This poor generalship on the part of the Labour opposition — 
those absent included party chairman Shimon Peres — bodes ill 
tor the outcome of a second confrontation on religious issues 
which is coming up in the next few days: that over abortions. 

Prime Minister Begin promised Agudat Yisrael that the 
“social reasons" clause in the new abortion law passed last 
year, but not yet effectively implemented, would be abolished. 
There is good reason to believe that as individuals, the 
overwhelming majority of Knesset Members would be against 
rescinding of this clause. It is not entirely clear how Likud MK's 
will handle the dilemma between voting according to their con- 
science and supporting thelr leader's coalition promises. . 

It would seem, again, that much will depend on the 
seriousness and effectiveness of the Labour opposition faction, 
in organizing to uphold the compromise arrangement on «bor- 
tions passed last year. :

Give Soldiers Lifts!

Sir, — Deputy Finance Minister 
Yehezkel Flomin told the press ("ΝΟ 
drop in car taxes this year’? — 
March 12) that “this government's 
attitude towards private car 
ownership [5 more positive than that 
of past governments.” 

Aa one who has follwed the past 
and present government's policy 
towards private car ownera since the 
introduction of the Ben Shahar tax 
reform, may I point out that only 
employees in the private and public 
sector benefit from ordinances 
governing car maintenance ex- 
penses — not self-employed persons. 


Even if an employee uses his car 
only to travel to and from work, he 
gets a generous car allowance from 
Rf4* employer. However, a self- 
‘employed person who uses his 
private car for business purposes, 
but drives less than 12,000 km. a 
year, is not allowed to make any 
deduction from his income for his 
car expenses. If he owns a commer- 
cial vehicle, he may deduct part of 
his car expenses, even if he travels 
less than 12,000 km. a year.

A doctor 
usually visits patients within city 
limits and does not exceed the 12,000 
km. @ year Umit. He cannot buy a 
commercial vehicle, since 
regulations require that this vehicle 
should carry the full name and ad- 
dress of the service provided by its 
owner and a doctor is forbidden to 
advertize. 

As a result, self-employed doctors 
must cover car expenses from their 
own pocket. Before the introduction 
of the Ben Shahar tax reform, a self- 
employed doctor could deduct from 
his income 66 per cent of car 
maintenance expenses. On the other 
hand, a salaried doctor (who usually 
uses his car only to drive to his place 
of work), gets a IL1,154 car 
allowance a month since October 
1977 without having to exceed the 12,- 
000 km. a year limit. .
